Kline, Assistant Professor of Art aj 
the University, form the latest ex- 
hibition at the Studio Gallery, 
which opened March 3 with a tea 
at the Gallery. 

The small gallery is hung with 
designs and Interiors which give it 
a most modern appearance. There 
Is a book-jacket, two colorful tex- 
tile designs, an African mask and 
a mask of a Japanese actor. Three 
black panthers on a copper back- 
ground form a most unusual screen 
design. Mr. Kline has had the 
strikingly modern <'abinet design 
executed for his own. use. The 
cabinet is of white leather with 
copper and walnut accessories. He 
has al.so designed a dresser (ray 
combining beauty of design with 
utility. ' 

Mr. Kline has also done work in 
plaster, which is very mWh in evD 
dence at (he exhibition in the form 
of an urn done In green ornament-^ 
ed with gulls, a gilded cloud and 
violet handles. On a table sits a 
lamp, which has a platter baseb- 
and combines^ the' principles of. 
beauty and utility. In the show 
window is a White plaster wall 
bracket of plumes. 

As Mr Kline teaches Interior De- 
•ign at the University, if is only 
proper that his original interiors 
should be included in the; ekhlbi- 
tlon. There are three of ^hese: a 
dressing room with a U\eme of 
grey, yellow and white; a bedroom 
done in a mixture of Japanese and 
modern style and forming a strik- 
ing room; and a bachelor's llvlhg 
room with -gn African theme in 
black and white, sail cloth covers 
and African tribal masks lending 
gtmosphere. 

Mr. Kline has taught at the Uni- 
versity since 1927, where he re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Architecture 
In (hat same year. He received his 
diploma in architecture st Ecole 
Amerlcane, Fontainebleau.
